Chairman Griffin was asked if New York 


had any other choice in the matter of pres- 
-identia] candidates. and replied: 


“I think not. We may decide that later, 
but at present there is no decision.” 

The exchange of courtesies between New 
York and President Cleveland, and the fact 
that Mr. Cleveland chose to give his ulti- 
matum into the hands of the New York 
delegation, occasioned no little comment in 
the corridors, and a great deal of compar- 
ison with the years when the chief opposi- 
tion to Mr. Cleveland came directly from 
that State, and when Mr. Griffin, Perry Bel- 
mont and Roswell P. Flower, as leaders in 
the New York State Democratic organiza- 
tion, stood opposed to Mr. Cleveland. 

When the absolute declination of Mr. 
Cleveland became known there was a con- 
certed effort to get Mr. Palmer to withdraw 
his objection, and a committee from. five 
States, New York, New Jersey, Illinois, 
Michigan and Pénnsylvania, waited upon 
him with such a request.

LYNCHING AT RHINELAND. 


OUTRAGED A LITTLE DEAF GIRL. 


Dragged Her Into the Woods, Maimed 
Her for Life, and the Citizens 
Came Near Hanging Him. 


The crew of the Missouri, Kansas and 
Eastern freight train 104, which arrived 
from the west at 4:55 o’clock Thursday 
morning, reported that as they passed 
through Rhineland at 1 o'clock a crowd 
of infuriated men were congregated near 
the depot preparing to lynch a man. 

Rhineland is 105 miles west of St. Louls. 
A load of hogs hed to be taken on there, and 
some of the crew had time to ascertain the 


cause of the proposed lynching. 


They learned that the prisoner was ac- 
cused of a dastardly crime against a 10- 
year-old girl, who had always been an 
object of pity to the entire community, be- 
cause of her affliction. 

She is deaf. 

The culprit had been positively identified 
by his victim. There could be no mistake as 
to his gufit. 

Telegraph poles were numerous at the 
railway station and the crowd were arrang- 
ing to string him up there. 

The man was Thomas Larkin, a tramp 
mechanic. With, two other tramps he 
reached Rhineland from Portland, a dis- 
tance of eleven miles, Wednesday morning. 
They put in the day mending gasoline stoves 
for whoever would employ them. 

Late in the afternoon Larkin walked out 
into the country, leaving his companions 
in town. 

Some distance from the town is a factory 
at which several young girls are employed. 

One of the girls, who is but 10 years old 
and deaf, staggered into her home past 7 
o'clock Wednesday evening groaning in 
great agony. 

She fell to the floor as she entered. 

‘as covered with blood. 

e only one in the house was her 8- 
mar-old sister, and the little deaf girl told 
a tramp had followed her almost the

Part of the way was through a stretch of 
beginning just before the house 
reached. When the girl was in the

He smothered her cries with her skirts 


and threw her to the ground. 


The girl struggled and fought him, and 
ue clutched her throat and pressed his 
‘sharp finger nails into the soft white flesh 
until the blood came. 

Failing in his design, the tramp Seta a 
demon. He drew from his pocket a sharp 
knife which he used in his trade and 
plunged it into the little one’s body. 

Then he pulled the knife out, covered 
with blood, and once more drove it into the 
child’s flesh. 

Still valked in his purpose he released the 
child and plunged into the woods. 

The child left the factery to go home at 
6 o'clock. It was almost 7:30 when she 
crept, bleeding and faint, into the house 
and toki her younger sister of her terrible

Her ordeal with the tramp, horrible as it 
was, had been brief. The remainder of the 
time intervening had been required for her 
to drag herself painfully over the short 
distance to her home. 

Although only 8 years old, the sister knew 
what to do. She hunted up the town con- 
stable and conducted him to where 
her sister lay in agony. 

The little victim described her assailant 
as soon as her suffering had been relieved 
by the physician whom the constable sum- 
moned. 

She said that he wore a derby hat, had 
black curly hair and a sandy mustache, 
and that the first finger of his left hand 
had been cut off. 

The constable found the man answering 
the description on the platform of the 
railway station. He was the tramp me-

Realizing the peril of their prisoner, the 
town constable and two deputies mounted 
guard over the room. 

The residents of Rhineland are Germans 
and act deliberately. 

They consumed several hours discussing 
Larkin’s crime and trying to devise a 
plan for taking him from his guards and 
visiting swift vengeance upon him. 

After midnight they began to grow impa- 
tient and assembled in a great crowd near 
the railway station. They were rapidly ap- 
proaching a state where the presence of a 
leade would have sufficed to end Larkin’s 
life. 

Just then the freight train pulled in. Two 
of the crew went over to the crowd to as- 
certain the cause of the excitement, 

As they approached, a drummer who hap- 
pened to be in the town was declaring to 
the crowd that he himself would visit an 
awful punishment upon the prisoner if they 
would take him from his guards. 

The two men from the freight train left 
the crowd and went to the hotel. They were 
admitted to the room containihg the tremb- 
ling wretch: He pretended to be asleep. 
One of the men flashed his train lantern in 
the fellow’s face. 

Tears were streaming from Larkin's eyes 
and his face was distorted in an agony of 
fear. 

The whistle sounded and the trainmen 
were obliged to hurry to their post. 

As the train was moving out several men 
were seen by the crew to leave the crowd 
and approach a hardware store a few doors 
away. 

There was a movement 
toward the hotel. 

The freight train. reached Texas Junc- 
tion at 3 o’clock. There they took the C., B. 
& Q. tracks, and on leaving there were away 
from telegraphic communication with 
Rhineland. 

The operator at Texas Junction had just 
received a telegram from Rhineland stating 
that the crowd had just secured a rope 
and were in front of the hotel. 

A telegram received from Rhineland by 
the Post-Dispatch at 10 o’clock Thursday 
morning states that when the crowd reached 
the hotel with the rope the constable came 
out and pleaded with them. 

While deliberate the residents of Rhine- 
land are also law-abiding and slow to acts 
of violence. They were in a frenzy over 
Larkin’s terrible crime, But the constable’s 
appeal and the counsel of cooler heads in 
the crowd finally prevailed, and the mob 
reluctantly permitted Larkin to live.

OUR FARCICAL SCHOOL BOARD. 
It is to be hoped that Attorneys Alder- 
son and McEntire will exhaust all the 


the school directors who are to be wit- 
nesses in the sult brought to test the 
heating contracts. Already gross care-| 
lessness has been proved against Di- 
rector Brady, who admits voting four 
times on contracts amounting to $32,000 
merely as à joke. 

Mr. Brady made an honorable record 
as school director in his fight for free 
books. But “evil communications cor- 
rupt good manners,” and he appears to 
have retrograded until he now looks 
upon the business of caring for the edu- 
cation and physical surroundings of thou- 
sands of helpless children as a sort of 
comedy, not worth any thought or care. 

It ought to be apparent to every mem- 
ber of a school board in a great city like 
St. Lonis that every vote is a matter of 
immense importance.

BRYAN ON CORPORATION MONEY. 
One of the most significant of Mr. 
Bryan's recent utterances is his denun- 
ciation of the free coinage of corporation 
“How about national bank 
notes?“ he was asked by some one in the 
crowd he was addressing. And this was 
his answer: 

„J believe that to invest national banks 
with the right to coin paper into money 
is to confer on a particular: class priv- 
lleges which are contrary to the Con- 
stitution,” 

In this clear-cut and straightforward 
sentence Mr. Bryan has defined the lead- 
ing issue of the campaign—the issue be- 
tween money of the mints freely coined 
and corporation paper freely coined. 

There is no issue between gold and 
silver as money metals. Democrats favor 
the free coinage of both metals without 
waiting for the consent of any other 
nation. The Wall Street Republicans 
and their allies led by Hanna and Whit- 
ney pretend that they too are in favor of 
the free coinage of both metals—as soon 
as England and other countries will con- 
gent. 

This being the case, there being osten- 
sibly no other issue than that of waiting 
to obtain the consent of England to an 
act of the American Congress, why is it 
that Democrats are denounced as Anaroh- 
ists and Repudiationists when they pro- 
pose to open the mints at once and put 
the Government in full control of the 
issuance end circulation of money? 

Mr. Bryan answered that question 
when he declared it contrary to the Con- 
stitution to invest corporations with the 
privilege of the free coinage of paper. 
The real issue is between a national cur 
rency and a corporation currency. — 

Banks have always had and they al- 
ways will have the right to issue their 
notes or cashier’s checks as they please. 
The Wall Street banks are not satisfied 
with this, They demand the right to coin 
paper—to issue imitations of government 
currency and to have these imitations 
put in cifculation as money by govern- 
ment authority. 

If an individual issues his note in iml- 
tation of government currency, he is 
Promptly arrested and sent to the peni- 
tentlary as a counterfeiter. But if he 
secures a hundred thousand dollars in 
United States bonds, hires three clerks, 
organizes himself and them into à cor- 
Poration, and then applies to the Govern- 
ment for license to coin paper into money, 
he not only receives it, but the Govern- 
ment supplies him with the paper al- 
ready printed, so that all he has to do is 
to sign his name to it and lend it out at 
as high a rate of interest as he can get 
for it—while at the samé time he is also 
drawing interest on his hundred thou- 
sand dollars in United States bonds. 

In order to maintain the Wall Street 
banks in this privilege of coining paper, 
the national debt must be perpetuated. 
This is the secret of the desperate fight 
they have been making for its extension 
under pretext of “maintaining national 
credit.” Every new bond issue they have 
forced in raiding the gold in the Treasury 
at Washington has helped to increase the 
debt on which rests the privilege of freely 
coining corporation paper and issuing it 
as money. 

Some idea of the costliness of this sys- 
tem to the peöple may be gained from 
the fact that though in thirty years we 
pave paid off $1,600,000,000 of debt, it 
would now take more corn, more wheat, 
ioe cotton, pro

A MEDIUM OF EXCHANGE AND 
STANDARD OF VALUE. 


JUST. MEASURE OF VALUE. 


‘A Prevalent Fallacy Exploded—From 
Prof. Edward Ross’ Paper on Hon- 
est Money” in Chicago Record. 


(Prof. Edward A. Ross, professor of eco- 
momic theory and finance in Leland Stan- 
ford, Jr., University, is at present associate 
professor of sociology in the University of 
Chicago.) . 


Money has twe functions: To be a me- 
dium of exchange and to be a standard of 
value in the payment of debt. Money ful- 
fills the first function best when all its 
parts circulate at a’ parity; when its value 
is uniform in all parts of the country; when 
it can be ‘conveniently handled in any sum; 
and when it can be used in international 
trade. The present money of the United 
States, composed of gold, of greenbacks, 
and of banknotes, silver and silver certifi- 


cates, kept at a parity with gold, has all the chas 


qualities of a gold medium of exchange, 
and nobody finds fault with it. But as a 
standard of value it shows the gravest of 
defects; while it ise sound money“ it is not 
honest money. | 
An honest dollar, like an honest gallon 
or an honest yardstick, is simply a just 
Standard.

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CAPT. NEWELL DYING. 


His Report on Chinese Massacres Is 
Very Important. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Sept. 3.—Capt. John |. 


Stark Newell, commander of the armored 
cruiser Detroit, now stationed in Chinese 
waters, is dying. For twenty-four hours 
he has been unconscious, and Lieut.-Com- 
mander Taussig of the monitor Monad- 
nock, now at Port Angeles, has telegraphed 
to the department at Washington city that 
Capt Newell cannot live. 

‘apt. Newell arrived in this city on July 
23 from China, on his way to Washington 
city to make a report on the Kiepsim 
(Central China) missionary massacres. His 
written report, the contents of which are 
not known, but which will be of interna- 
tional importance, is now in the hands of 
the authorities at Washington. 

In his delirium Capt. Newell has recalied 
the outrages against his countrymen, and 
he daily reviews the horrible scene when 
fifteen Chinese were beheaded. ° 


FRAZEE MURDER TRIAL. 


Strong Evidence to Be Produced 
Against Some Cattlemen. 


SEDAN, Kan., Sept. 8—The famous 
Frazee murder case, which has been in the 
courts for several years, is on trial here 
again. The defendants are J. W. Burgess, 
Theo Cox. Mark McBee, F. 8. Olney and 
Wm. Licklieter, cattle men of more or less 
prominence in Elk and Chautauqua coun- 
ties. Although several people have been 
tried for the murder of John Frazee, who 
waa a rich cattle man, none have ever been 
convicted of the crime. Strong evidence, it 
is said, will be produced against the de- 
fendants in the present case by John New, 
who has been pardoned from the Kansas 
penitentiary on the promise that he turn 
State’s evidence. Frazee was murdered

THE TERROR OF DESPERADOES. 


His Career on the Western Frontier 
Fraught With, Exciting Bat- 
tles With Outlaws. 


There passed through St. Louls Thursday 
morning, en route to his home near Guthrie, 
O. T., a character well known throughout 
the West and Southwest. It was United 
States Marshal William Tilghman. 

With the founding of Dodge City and 
Abilene, Kan., came Tilghman from Vir- 
ginia. He was young, vigorous, of a dar- 
ing disposition and soon indicated to the 
pioneers that he had plenty of sand in 
his craw,” the latter element being one of 
the “‘necessaries”’ in those days, when the 
„high heeled” gentry were in the habit of 
“taking im” a frontier village and killing 
off stray citizens. 

At that time “Bat” Masterson was the

Lite, fire and tornado insurance 
long ago were brought to the attention of 
the public, and each branch is now recog- 
nized as an institution. 

Health insurance, however, is a new 
thing in St. Louis, and indeed in the coun- 
try. It has been demonstrated a success, 
es the workings of the St. Louis institu- 
tion will show. 

The St. Louis Hospital Ticket Association 
is run in conjunction with the St. Louis 
Baptist Hospital at Franklin and Garrison 
avenues, and has been in existence for a lit- 
tle more than two years. It had a small be- 
ginning, but has grown to extensive pro- 
porticns. 

More than 8,000 persons are members of 
the association and for a merely nominal 
monthly outlay they are insured against 
disease. 

Ever since the Baptist Hospital was found- 
ed it has done a great deal of charity work. 
It still does it, but since the insurance 
feature has been added those persons who 
formerly received charity treatment are now 
able to enter the hospital on a business 
basis, and are not made to feel that they 
are getting something for nothing. 

To become a member of the association 
an applicant is only required to pay 50 
cents per month. The dues are payable in 
advance, and any member whose dues are
